To view it, first 
click on General Info and then Local Information on the homepage, followed 
by VHF/UHF/SHF/EHF SA Records and VHF/UHF /Microwave SA Records 
- 30 June 2013. The SARL records cover the following bands: bands: 50 MHz, 
70 MHz, 144 MHz 432 MHz, 1,3 GHz, 2,3 GHz, 5,7 GHz, 10 GHz, 24 GHz and 
47 GHz. 


The world records are available from the IARU (Region 1), ARRL (Region 2) 
and Wireless Institute of Australia (Region 3). The SARL DX record table will 
be updated later this year when new records become available. The purpose of 
the VHF, UHF and Microwaves record table is to indicate how far a country 
has advanced in radio technology, and to throw down a challenge where records 
can be broken by other radio amateurs.
